CUTTINGS 

These are tips from branches rooted in 
sand. Averaging from 4 to 8 inches long. 
Cuttings come always true to its parents 
in color and growth. A little care will make 
very fine specimens. Most selected specimens 
can only be made by cuttings. This is a 
cheap way to get started with some very 
fine varieties, 


Culture. Cuttings can be planted in beds 
same as seedlings. Prepare soil with Peat 
humus, give plenty of moisture until roots 
take hold. We plant ours in 2% inch pots, 
then place these in cold frames. The follow- 
ing spring these are put out in the field 
rows. 


SEEDLINGS 
Best planted in beds for one year in a 
good mixture of soiland peat. Plant in rows 
so that these can be worked around easily 
with a hoe or cultivator. Use lath shade 
with one inch spacing. Keep well moistened 
until roots take hold. 


TRANSPLANTS 

The growing of young evergreens is one 
of the most fascinating features of home 
garden planting. The initial cost is small. 
The trees will rapidly increase in size and 
value when given clean culture. They are 
planted both spring and fall. Plant in rows 
where they can be cultivated, and hoed, and 
when older transplant to permanent places. 
First prepare the soil as for a garden, and 
place fine top soil around the roots, If soil 
is a hard clay, place a handful of peat 
around the roots of each tree. When trees 


are young, specially the first season, keep 
cutivator going.

Spruce, Pine and Fir seed germinate in 
from 15 to 30 days after sowing. The factors 
to control from seed are dampening off and 
weeds. For small plantings a good method 
is to use flats 3 to 4 inches deep without 
wood bottoms. Use 14-inch wire mesh bot- 
toms. Place flats under lath shade outdoors, 
about 2 inches higher than ground level. Fill 
flats with sterilized soil made up of one-half 
sand and one-half garden soil. A seed bed 
10 feet long and 4 feet wide contains room 
for 4000 to 5000 seedlings. Do not sow ever- 
green seeds in hotbeds and cold frames. They 
must have ample side air circulation. Plan 
an evergreen seedling garden. It will be 
very useful. 


All evergreen seeds are Hormone dusted 
before sold.

A Home Nursery 


On a bit of land will be interesting and useful. 
Prepare the soil by deep plowing or spading. Choose 
a protected spot for beds. Make the seed beds 4 
feet wide and cover with lath shade. Seedlings do 
better the first year under lath shade. Transplanted 
trees plant in rows so they: can be cultivated and 
hoed. This makes them grow. Have some sterile 
sand for evergreen seed beds. During dry weather 
both old and young evergreens are greatly bene- 
fited if the foliage is sprayed with water late in 
the day. Cultural directions enclosed with every 
order cover all these points thoroughly. 





By using a board 6 feet long and 38 or 4 inches 
wide, a straight row is easily laid out. With a 
sharp spade dig a trench as shown. Plant the 
trees, spreading the roots out carefully and im- 
mediately filling in with dirt. It is important that 
the small evergreens be planted about the same 
depth as in the nursery. This depth is easily de- 
termined from the stem of the tree. 





When the planting is completed a shade should be 
immediately constructed and placed in position to 
protect the trees from the severe sun the first 
season.
